The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jin et 

al. 

Treating independent claims 1 ,10 and 18 first, Jin et al. disclose in fig. 3 an 
amplifier stage 331 that may be read as the first stage claimed; a feedback is developed 
by comparing the input Vref to the noninverting input of amp 331 with the output of amp 
331. The comparison is performed by comparator 353 including amp 353a which may 
be read as the amplifier (line 4) of claim 18. Amp 31 1 receives the feedback and serves 
as a preamp for amp 331 ; thus amp 31 1 may be read as the second amplifier stage of 
the claims. The limitation "RF power amplifier" is regarded as specifying an intended 
use of the invention. The feedback action will cause a predetermined relationship to 
exist between the DC levels at the input and output of amp 331 , meeting claims 2,1 1 
and 1 9, and the feedback is generated based on the DC levels at the input and output 
of the amp 331 since Vref is compared with the output of low pass filter 352, thus 
meeting claims 4,5,13,21 and 22. Regarding claims 3,12 and 20, the since variations of 
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the output DC level from Vref (approximately due to the presence of resistor R5) will 
cause a corrective feedback signal the DC level at the output should be approximately 
equal to the input. Amp 31 1 receives the feedback at its input and serves as a preamp 
for amp 331 . Thus amp 31 1 may be read as the second amplifier stage of the claims. 
Regarding claims 7 and 1 5, the amplifier will inherently be nonlinear to some extent. 
Regarding claims 8 and 16, as noted above amp 31 1 will serve as a preamplifier for 
amp 331. Regarding claims 9,17 and 24, amp 311 receives an input signal; the term RF 
specifies only a broad frequency range indicative of an intended use of the invention. 
Regarding claims 6,14 and 23 Jin et al. give an example of a 2.5 volt DC level (fig. 4) at 
the amp output for an input varying about 2.5 volts. This would be half of the typical 
5volt supply for op amps as employed by Jin et al.
